Our volley- 
ball ability has been extremely bad, but we retained the title of softball Champions 
each of our four years at P. A. A record which no other class holds. 

Hockey, our Sophomore year, was nearly as unsuccessful as it had been our 
Freshman year. “Ginny” Smith was again elected as Captain of our class 
team. She and Helen Berry were chosen for the Honorary Varsity Squad. 

Coming around to another basketball season, we again elected Glenna Cote 
to Captain our Class team. 
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We were well represented on the Varsity Squad by Helen Berry, Pauline 
DuVarney, Virginia Smith and Glenna Cote. 

At the end of the year, Athletic letters were awarded to Virginia Smith 
and Glenna Cote. 

During the Junior year, our class set another record at P. A. The boys 
won the baseball and basketball trophies and we girls won the hockey and basket- 
ball trophies, thus being the holders cf every available trophy for Athletics. 

When the hockey season rolled around our third year, two more athletes. 
Geraldine Stannard and Maizie Carey, had been enrolled in our class. 

Pauline DuVarney was elected Captain of our Junior Hockey Team which 
won every game of that season. The class of 44 was again well represented on 
the Varsity by Helen Berry, Pauline DuVarney, Virginia Smith, and Glenna Cote. 

In basketball we again produced a Championship team, consisting of Captain 
Maizie Carey, Pauline DuVarney, Virginia Smith, Gerry Stannard, Elaine Pitt 
and Helen Lambert. This team defeated the Senior girls in the playoffs by a 
score of 29-15. 

We are proud to say’ that Helen Berry, Pauline DuVarney, Glenna Cote, 
Virginia Smith and Geraldine Stannard were members of the first Undefeated 
Girls’ Basketball Team in the history of Pinkerton Academy, and each was 
awarded a gold basketball for the part she plaved in making the team a success.

awarded their first letters; Virginia Smith and Glenna Cote were awarded their 
second letters. 

With Helen Berry as Captain of our Senior Hockey team, we again captured 
the title of Hockey Champions and were especially well represented on the varsity 
by Helen Berry, Pauline DuVarney, Virginia Smith, Helen Lambert, Shirley 
Ross, Lorraine Ninan and Glenna Cote. After the Varsity had been chosen, 
Glenna Cote was elected Captain. 

Following Hockey season, letters were awarded to Lorraine Ninan and 
Elaine Pitt. 

Due to the fact that five of our girls were on the Basketball Varsity our 
Senior year, we were unable to have a class team, and had to give up our trophy 
to the Juniors. The Varsity Squad, with Virginia Smith as Captain, played one 
of the largest schedules for girls ever played at the Academy. We failed to 
have another Undefeated season by one game. The five girls on the Varsity 
were Capt. Virginia Smith, Pauline DuVarney, Helen Berry, Geraldine Stannard 
and Glenna Cote.
